THE QUESTION ignors the tre ­ 
mendous power of m oral force in

The fact that the 
United Nations condemns the So- 
j viet Union—for the first tim e in 
< the history of the international or­ 
ganization^w i I I become known 
throughout the iron curtain coun­ 
tries. It is a signal to the people 
j generally that the Soviet Union, 
which has heretofore tried to give 
the im pression that it was stand­ 
ing as a great governm ent on a 
parity with other governm ents, is 
no longer doing so. 
Most im portant is the encour­ 
agem ent which the U N . resolu­ 
tion will give to other peoples be­ 
hind the iron curtain to try the 
sam e tactics that the Hungarian 
people have so bravely put into 
practice. 
The free world doesn’t want to 
see its arm ed forces used to “ lib­ 
erate" the oppressed peoples in the 
satellite countries.

Right To Tow In, 
Impound Autos 
Council enacted legislation Mon­ 
day night authorizing the police 
department to tow away and im­ 
pound autos at the owners’ ex­ 
pense, including cars disabled in 
traffic mishaps, “junkers” not in 
running 
condition 
and 
vehicles 
blocking streets, alleys, driveways 
or private garages. 
No fees for the towing and stor­ 
age are fixed in the legislation, 
so the auto owner apparently will 
be charged the prevailing rate of 
whatever wrecker service is sum­ 
moned by police. 
It provides that when an auto 
is towed away it will be taken “ to 
the nearest garage or other place 
of safety or to a garage desig­ 
nated by the city.” 
Here are the seven reasons for 
which a vehicle may be removed, 
according to the ordinance: 
If left unattended on a bridge 
or viaduct so as to obstruct traffic; 
If damaged in an accident and 
the owner or driver is injured to 
the extent he cannot provide for 
its removal; 
If left unattended on a street and 
parked illegally so that it is a 
hazard or obstruction to traffic or 
if left in an alley where parking is 
prohibited so as to form a hazard 
to emergency vehicles like fire and 
police cars; 
If left longer than 24 hours on 
any street in a stripped down con­ 
dition so that it is not operable; 
If left on any alley or street 
longer than 48 hours; 
When parked so as to block ac­ 
cess to any private driveway or 
garage entrance or within 10 feet 
of a fire hydrant, and 
When left within 20 feet of the 
entrance to any fire station or—if 
on the opposite side of the street— 
within 75 feet of the entrance.

I think that high shoes are 
cute and appropriate on babies 
but that is a matter of taste.

No mother laces the shoe like 
a corset on the baby and if she 
does inadvertently lace the shoe 
snugly the child will puU on the 
lace. 
The reason for high shoes for 
infants is practicality . The high 
shoe may be fitted with enough 
room f(M* 3 or 4 months growth 
but stiU not slip at the heel. 
* A low shoe necessarily must 
be fitted closer and may be out­ 
grown sooner. 
Some people condemn high 
shoes on the grounds that sup­ 
port will weaken the ankle.

The old 
idea that infants should have the 
ankle support of high shoes has 
been discredited. 
I think that high shoes are 
cute and appropriate on babies 
but that is a m atter of taste. 
The truth is that high shoes 
do not support babies’ ankles. 
No mother laces the shoe like 
a corset on the baby and if she 
does inadvertently lace the shoe 
snugly the child will pull on the 
lace. 
The reason for high shoes for 
infants is practicality. The high 
shoe may be fitted with enough 
room for 3 or 4 months growth 
but still not slip at the heel. 
' A low shoe necessarily must 
be fitted closer and may be out­ 
grown sooner. 
Some people condemn high 
shoes on the grounds that sup­ 
port will weaken the ankle. This 
would be true if there is sup­ 
port,- but there isn’t.

PROVIDENCE, R. I. UB - Re­ 
pu blican Christopher Del Sesto, 
49 -y ear-old former Democrat, to­ 
day was Rhode Island’s gov ernor- 
elect bu t a cou rt test looms ov er 
tiie v alidity of v otes which brou ght 
him v ictory . 
With only 340 absentee ballots 
still to be cou nted from the elec­ 
tion six week s ago, Del Sesto led 
Democratic incu mbent Dennis J. 
Roberts by 509 v otes—194,8 48 to 
194,339. 
Roberts, seek ing a fou rth term 
as gov ernor, threatened cou rt ac­ 
tion ov er the v alidity of absentee 
and shu t-in ballots. 
Bu t Del Sesto declared at a 
news conference: 
“I am the gov ernor now, based 
on the v ote. If they think they ’re 
going to tak e it away from me, 
they ’re' going to hav e an awfu l 
fight on their hands.” 
Roberts led by 207 v otes after 
the cou nting of ballots cast on v ot­ 
ing machines Nov . 6. Cou nting of 
10,000 absentee ballots did not 
start u ntil Dec. 5 becau se of a 
state law. 
John G. Coffey , cou nsel for Rob­ 
erts, took ex ception to the cou nt­ 
ing of “certain absentee and ab­ 
sentee 
shu t-in 
ballots” 
by the 
Rhode Island Board of Elections. 
He ask ed the board to discard 
the ballots on the grou nd that the 
Constitu tion 
specifically 
limited 
v oting to election day . 
A registered*Democrat u ntil 1945 
Del Sesto held state and federal 
posts u nder Democratic adminis­ 
trations. He split with the Demo­ 
crats becau se of a dispu te.

PROVIDENCE, R. I. UU - Re­ 
publican Christopher Del Sesto, 
49-year-old former Democrat, to­ 
day was Rhode Island’s governor- 
elect but a court test looms over 
tile validity of votes which brought 
him victory. 
With only 340 absentee ballots 
still to be counted from the elec­ 
tion six weeks ago, Del Sesto led 
Democratic incumbent Dennis J. 
Roberts by 509 votes—194.848 to 
194,339. 
Roberts, seeking a fourth term] 
as governor, threatened court ac­ 
tion over the validity of absentee 
and shut-in ballots. 
But Del Sesto declared at a 
news conference: 
“I am the governor now, based 
on the vote. If they think they’re 
going to take it away from me.! 
they’re' going to have an awful I 
fight on their hands.” 
Roberts led by 207 votes after j 
the counting of ballots cast on vot-j 
ing machines Nov. 6. Counting of; 
10,000 absentee ballots did not 
start until Dec. 5 because of a 
state law. 
John G. Coffey, counsel for Rob-! 
erts, took exception to the count-' 
ing of “certain absentee and ab­ 
sentee 
shut-in 
ballots” 
by the 
Rhode Island Board of Elections. 
He asked the board to discard 
the ballots on the ground that the 
Constitution 
specifically 
limited 
voting to election day. 
A registered*Democrat until 1945 
Del Sesto held state and federal 
posts under Democratic adminis­ 
trations. He split with the Demo­ 
crats because of a dispute.

Councilmen Enact 
Appropriation Bill 
Transferring Money 


Clearing the way for the city to 
close its books on 1956, Council ap-1 
proved an amended appropriation 
ordinance Monday night transfer­ 
ring $40,348 from funds where it 
was not required to others that 
needed additional amounts to fin­ 
ish the year. 
The largest single amount was 
$12,346 to pay the city’s share of 
blacktop resurfacing of Pennsyl- i 
vania Ave. as a State Highway De­ 
partment project late in 1955. It 
came from the street department 
appropriation, along with $2,902 for 
supplies and $2,000 for a state 
workmen's compensation premium. 
A total of $6,550 was provided 
for payrolls of collection crews in 
the incinerator department. Coun­ 
cil transferred to the garbage fund 
$3,631 in appropriated but unneed­ 
ed funds* including $2,000 for gar­ 
bage removal supplies, $250 for 
claims and damages and $1,381 
held a l a contribution toward the 
public employe retirement system. 
The ordinance provides an addi-j 
tional $9,000 for poor relief and 
$3,500 for the water department— 
$1,000 for filtration operation sup­ 
plies and $2,500 for workmen's 
compensation. 
In the service fund, the legisla­ 
tion provides $50 for incidental ex­ 
penses of the safety-service direc­ 
tor, $825 for salaries of assistants 
in the engineering department and 
$150 for incidentals and $275 for 
fuel and light in public buildings. 
A total of $2,570 is provided for 
the police and fire departments. 
The ordinance allows $510 for spe­ 
cial police, $50 for incidentals, $950 
for gas and oil and $250 for equip­ 
ment maintainence. For the fire 
department, it provides $100 f o r 
fuel and light. $660 for equipment 
maintenance and $50 for gas and 
oil. 
In other business, Councilman 
Robert VV. Sample said the street 
committee is continuing its inves­ 
tigation of a request for a parking 
ban on Elmwood St. near the E r­ 
vin Machine Co. 
At h;s suggestion. Council ap­ 
proved a motion commending high 
school driving students who ob­ 
served motorists and pedestrians 
in the business district M o n d a y 
night. He said the students “ did a 
good job warning people against 
jaywalking.” 
Councilman Robert Owen repeat­ 
ed a request for a new cover or 
grating on a sewer on Park Ave. 
at Line St. The street committee 
was given a request from A. Stan­ 
ley Kidder of Michigan Ave. for 
opening of Brink St. or Putnam St. 
to give him access to property he 
owns on the river bottom at Klon-i 
dyke. 
As the meeting neared an end, 
Council approved a motion wish­ 
ing a m erry Christmas aqd a hap­ 
py New Year to all city employes 
and Officials and citizens o f the 
community in 
general. 
Council­ 
men exchanged Christmas greet­ 
ings with Safety-Service Director 
William C. Heasley, representing 
the administration.

Following through on a decision 
reached Nov. 19, Council approved 
both resolutions unanimously. The 
legislation provides the railroad 
will be required to maintain a pe­ 
destrian crosswalk at Beleek St., I 
principally for school children. 
Responding to questions f r o m 
councilmen. Solicitor J o s e p h W 
Cooper said 30 to 60 more days 
will be required before the cross­ 
ings are closed officially. In addi­ 
tion to final action by Council, the 
closings must be ratified by the 
Board of Directors of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad Co., he said.

Crops. Livestock

WASHINGTON iff — American 
agriculture showed its productive 
might this year by producing a 
record volume of crops and live-' 
stock products. 
An Agriculture Department re­ 
port issued late Monday said the 
\olum etof crops equaled a record 
set in 1948 and matched last year 
and that the production of livestock 
products reached a new high. 
The output of all farm products 
— crops and livestock — was es­ 
timated at 114 per cent of the 1947- 
,49 average compared with 113 per 
cent last year, which was the 
record to that date.

ishingly high, considering that the 
acreage harvested was 36 million 
acres smaller than in 1948 and the 
smallest since 1936, when a severe 
drought sharply reduced farming 
operations.
